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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration will not be considered because 
no good reason it was not property filed before final is given and it would require further search and consideration to determine whether 
the claims rejected under 103 are allowable. With regard to the arguments on the 102 rejection over Borokov, Applicant highlights the 
phrase "completely remove" as performed by an excisionase. This is not a limitation of the claims. The claims never discuss "complete 
removal" of the intervening sequences. In fact, a review of the specification does not even find support for the phrase "complete removal" 
Thus, this requirement cannot be a limitation of the claims, if it is not found in the claims or even the specification. Borokov excises a 
sequence, thereby necessarily having the sites in an "appropriate orientation". Applicant attempts to distinguish between a recombinase 
and an excisionase. Contrary to Applicant's statement, the specification (and even Applicant's arguments) indicates that recombinases 
may function as excisionases. When sequences are removed, then the recombinase is causing "excision". The argument that the 
products are different between "excisionases" and recombinases is not persuasive because no structural limitation in the claims reflects 
the difference in products. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the rejections are maintained.. 
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
